Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 58-59 and 61-62 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

Claim 58 is allowed since there is no prior art teaches the STN liquid crystal cell 
providing a contrast ratio of 480:1. 

Claims 59 and 61-62 are allowed since they depend on the allowed claims.
